mitted, liabilities incurred, or rights no- 
orued prior to the date when the repeal of 
the taxes specified in this act shall take 
effect." 


Section five of tho bill repeals the in-. 


:ernal revenue tax on spirits, which 
are need for any other purposes than for 
drinking, and from this source foveral 
millions will be saved.

A LIFEBOAT ENGULFED. 


FIVE MEMBERS OF A LIFE-SAVING 


CREW MEET DEATH

'.E, 3Id., Jan. 10.—Word has just 


been received hore from Cope Honry. Va., of 
the loss of tho Gorman ship Elizabot'u, from 
Hamburg, with her ontiro crow. Details aro 
very meager, but those received aro enough 
to show that this -wreck is ono of tho most 
disastrous which over occurred on tho Vir- 
ginia coast. It happened at S o'clock Satur- 
day morning, noar tho Little Island life-sav- 
ing station, fourteen miles south of Capo 
Henry, and causod u- great deal of sorrow 
along tho coast. Not less than twonty and 
probably moro lives vcoro lost, among them 
fh-o lift-saving men, who in tho discharge of 
thoir duty woro drowned. 


Tho morning was cold andnblmdingsno'iv- 


storm prevailed, with the wind blowing a 
galo from the northwest. During a lull in 
tho storm tho life-saving patrol from Li ttlo 
Island life-saving station sighted a largo 
ship stranded on tho bar about 800 yards 
from tho shore. When he saw the vossal ho 
was waiting to moot tho patrol from tho Dam- 
nook station and ezchango checks, showing 
that both patrolmen had boon to the end of 
thoir beats. Tho Damneok patrol was only a 
few yards distant tvhon tho vessel was 
sighted, and both flred rockets to notify the 
crew of tho straudod ship that she had beon 
seen. They hurried back to thoir respective 
stat'ions and gave the alarm. In a little 
while both crews, with lifeboats, wero abreast 
of tho wreck, and tho boom of tho mortar 
announced that a line had been shot out to 
tho ill-fated vessel. Tho shot was unsuccoss- 
ful, aud a second was fired, with tha samo re- 
sult. 
After firing sii unsuccessful shots the 


life-saving mon determined to bravo tho 
furious sea and tho death which seoinod cer- 
tain to await thoir vonturo. 


Tho word of command being given by 


Cnpt. Bolanza, of life saving station Ko. 4, 
known as Little Island, sbc-of tho mo.it ox- 
port boatmen manned each boat. At hia 
command tho men gave way with a will,and 
in n moment both boats wore breasting tho 
furious waves. They reached the sliip in 
safety, nnd five of tho ship's crow woro taken 
in a lil'o-boat aud tun in a ship's boat, which 
was launched for tho purposo. The boats 
woro headed for shore and not a word was 
spoken, Cor each man realized tho awful poril 
which surroundod them. With a steady pull 
the two boats woro making good headway 
for shoro when a wave of groat power struck 
both boats, capsizing them instantly and 
pitching their twenty-two occupants into tha 
boiling sea. 


Thon began a desperate struggle for life, 


and with many ot tho men it was a pro- 
longed ono. The horrified Hfo-sivers on the 
beach woro powerloss to assist thoir drown- 
ing comrades or tho stangers. Tbo drown- 
ing men woro carried southward by tho seas, 
and some of them wero washed oshoro. As 
they came within reach they wero pickod up 
and ondoavors wero made to revive thorn, 
nnd in two instances with success, although 
ono of tho two is badly injured. 


Tho vossol is tho Qorman ship Elizabeth, 


Capt. Halborstadt, from Hamburg to Balti- 
more, and not one of her crew survives her 
wreck. 


Of tho life-saving crow tho following wero 


lost: Abel Bolanza, Capt of No. 4, known 
as Little Island; J. W. Land, same station; 
Georgo "W, Stone, same; J. A. Belonza, of 
Dam Xeck station, and brother ot Abel; Joo 
Spratloy, of Dam NucJ;; John Etheridgo and 
Frank Tetford, of No. 4 station, wore washed 
ashore and resuscitated, but Etheridgo is so 
badly injured that it is thought ho can not 
survive.

tweuty-two mon. Not ono ot these was 
saved. Tho . body of the captain is among 
thoyo which havo been recovered. Letters 


fo found on tho captain's body addressed 


to Henry Kaulkmann. Tho sea Is still brook- 
ing violently over tho ship. Nono of tho 
minus ot tbo victims has yotbeon learned, 
except of tbo captain, and oven in his case it 
is only inferred that tho letters found on tho 
body wero his own.

EASTOX, Pa., Jan. 10.—Ono of the most suc- 


cessful blasts that over took placo at tho Or'.en- 
don Iron company's stono quarry, two miles 
from Lore, occurred at 1 o'clock Saturday 
afternoon. Tho quarry is 150 feot high, 5 ('0 feet 
wido and nearly perpendicular. Five cham- 
bers woro made in the hill, each 200 feet long 
and sixty fiiot in from tho basoof tho quarry. 


j These wero charged with twenty-two and 


I ono-halC tons of 
giant powdflr. 
Notices 


warning people living in th» vicinity of tho 
quarry and to notify the Lchigh <fc Snsquo 
Iianna Railway company, whoso tracks are 
near by, wore sent out in duo time to prevent 
uiiy.mishap or damage. 


Everything was in readiness at tho ap- 


pointed time and otl o'clock tho on tiro charge 
was exploded by electricity, Superintendent 
Firmstone opening the key. A low, rum- 
bling noiso come in an instant, followed by 
a fidl of Ktonu that covered a spaco of 500 
foet squaro, and leaving tho broant of tho 
quarry as straight as before. Tho best part 
of the blast is that no stones were thrown be- 
yond tho quarry property. Xo close esti- 
mate can bo made of tho stone knocked 
down. It may roach 300,000 tons, and it may 
reach 500,000. 


TOO EASILY ALARMED. 


Judgment Agalnnt a Loitnliiff Fi'.'m for 


Soiling .Securities Too SuiMcnly. 
EW Yons;, Jan. Id.—On Juno IS, 1884, a 


sterling loan of £50,000 was made to tho Ore- 
gon & Transcontinental compuny for sixty 
days, secured by stocks of certain corpora- 
tions ownod by tho borrower, deposited with 
tho lenders, Messrs. Kuhn, Losb &: Co., and 
by a stock note in tho usual form. Tho prices 
of tho stocks deposited as collateral, and tho 
prices of stocks dealt in on the stocl: ox- 
change, declined rapidly, and on Juno 20, 
eight days after tho loan was made, tho con- 
dition of tho stock market was panicky. Tho 
lenders bocarno alarinod, made ca'.ls for ad- 
ditional collateral, and about 1 o'clock of that 
day sold sufficient of the collateral to pay 
thomsolves the amount of tho loan, and re- 
turned the balance of the socurltio.1 to tho 
borrower. The borrower insisted that the 
sale was unwarranted; that tho time allowed 
to mako good tho margin was less than an 
hour, and was unreasonable; that tho bor- 
rower was at tho lender's counting house, 
tendering propjr margin at tho momont tho 
sale was offoctod. 
The controversy resulted 


in an action by tho company against Messrs 
Kuhn, Loeb & Co., and judgment was ren- 
dered for plaintiff in two courts, the total 
amount being 1119,074. The defendants have 
since made a compromise, by which they pay 
$100,000 hi full for the amount of the Judg- 
ment. 


Uncord of Flrcx. 


SrniNGFrKLE, Ohio, Jan. 10—The Ohio 


Southern railroad round-house and repair 
shops wero burned to tho ground Saturday 
morning. Tho firo originated In a caboo$<* 
which was being repaired, by a lamp fall- 
f rom the hand of a workman and sotting firo 
to some shavings.

LONDOX, Jan. 11).—-Tuo roconstruction of 


tho cabinet is still uncomplottxL Lord Salis- 
bury continues to make changes aud rear- 
rangements which aro oxultingly noted by 
tho Grladstonian Liberals as botrayiag tho In- 
trinsic weakness of the government. 
But 


co it lias become definitely known that 


Uoscuo.ii as chancellor of tbe exchequer, is to 
bo tho only "Wins in tuo cabinet, popular iu- 
torost In the ultimato composition of tlio body 
has abato-2. 


Thoro is no doubt that Gosohoa will 


Btrongthon Lord Salisbury's hands, especially 
in his foroieu policy, and, moro particularly, 
that port of thu foroigu policy which lies in 
tho direction of tho Gorman and Austrian 
ullianco and tho retention of English control 
over Effypt. 
In regard to tho Irish question, 


Goschon supports Lord Ashbourno's theories.

Xiboral Unionists are bo- 
ginning to realize tho fact that Goschen's ap- 
pearance in tho Tory camp has cost a general 
suspicion over the whole Liberal-Unionist 
section; that as psaudoLiberals, despite their 
protest, they aro bound soon to bo absorbed 
into the Conservative ranks. One immedi- 
ate result of this conviction has baon tho 
rapid gravitation at tho Radical-Unionists 
toward Gladstone. It is probable that tho 
Radicals will ultimately accept Gladstone's 
homo rulo bill, provided tho powors of tho 
proposed Irish parliament bo limited BO as to 
deal with measures of domostic legislation, 
which powers shall bo strictly confined by 
statute law. Tho (laCeronco between Glad- 
stone's policy and that of tho Radicals is this: 
The Radical-Unionist idea, is that tbo law 
shall clearly define what the Irish parliament 
may do, wbilu Gladstone's bill simply de- 
clared what it might not do.

physical condition is still very unsatisfactory 
to his friends. He lias vory little strength, 
and is afflicted with a dobility which threat^ 
ens nnfitncss tor work at the opening ot par- 
liament.

Each house is then to 
chooso seven of its members, who aro to con- 
stitute u commitles to try and determine tho 
matter, with power to send for persons and 
papers. Their judgment, as reported to tho 
two houses and entered upon their journals, 
shall bo fir.al and "if such election bo judgml 
invalid such office shall be vacant.' It will 
bo seen," said Col. Robertson, "that tho con- 
stitution and laws provide amply for the ex- 
isting emergency. It is tho uniform prac- 
tice in Indiana, us o'sewher'j, to givi> tho per- 
son declared elected to nny office his seat, 
and tho person challenging his title is obiigod 
to seek the remedy proviled by law.
